The army of excavators, who, carly 
in September, began to “dig Paris in,” 
when a German siege was threatened 
have completed their work. 

The general confederation of work- 
ers alone sent 5,000 volunteers who 
provided their own digging tools, and 
were recompensed only by a daily ra- 
tion of food. Thousands of Belgian 
refugees hurried from their land, have 
also assisted in the work,

Signs of Primitive Race 


Scientist Thinks South Africa Once 
Inhabited by People Unknown 
in Historical Annals 
A most interesting discovery has 
lately been made showing the exist 
ence of a primitive race of men in 
South Africa, says the London Globe. 
Dr. Broom of Germiston, whoze arch-

approaching cavalry, infantry or ar- 
tilery and forming veritable hoies 
into which an attacking force might 
fall a prey to the defenders’ machine 
gins and rifles 

The approaches to the trenches 
from the rear consist of subterranean 
galleries which permit the relief to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men, 

All along this front posts of obser- 
vation have been established, each of 
which is constantly occupied at least 
by three men provided with powerful 
fleld glasses and in direct telephonic 
communication with headquarters 
and with the artillery batteries, the 
location of which are known only to 
the headquarters’ staff and to the 
men who serve the guns, all of which 
are buried in the earth, only their 
muzzles protruding. For the benefit 
of the gunners the ranges of all prom- 
inent objects in the front have been 
measured. 

Behind tie lines of trenches runs 
a light railroad line for the purpose 
of bringing up ammunition and food 
and also, if necessary, reinforcements 
of men to any point which might be 
menaced. Further provisious for the 
conveyance of reinforcements is at 
hand in the large number of auto- 
mobiles of-all kinds which can make 
the journey speedily from any point 
to another, carrying groups of armed 
men. 

The existing forts also have been 
strengthened but now only serve as 
supporting points and depots for 
large bodies of troops resting from 
their trench duty,

told of a specially interesting discov- 
ery north of Bloemfontein, in the 
course of operations designed to open 
up the eye of the spring. To do this 
it was necessary to tunnel into a sand 
hill and in the course of operations 
the workmen came upon a large quant- 
ity of mammalian bones associated 
With human implements and a quant- 
ity of charred wood, 

The signfiicance of the discovery 
was not realized by the first finders, 
but fortunately a Dutch woman in the 
district suspected they had_ scientific 
value, and prevented the finds from 
being dispersed. Dr. Broom went 
down and examined them, He found 
that ‘the bones were chiefly those of 
hippopotami, eland, the huge extinct 
buffalo of South Africa, whose horns 
used to attain a span of twelve feet, 
the gigantic Cape horse, long since ex- 
tinct which far exceeded the Clydes- 
dale in size; an extinct variety of wild 
beasts, the wart hog and a number 
of small buck, not yet identified. 

Previous discoveries had caused 
scientists to believe that man had 
lived in South Africa contemporan- 
eously with the extinet giant buffalo, 
but the proofs available were incon- 
clusive. Dr. Broom regards this dis- 
covery as proving thelr co-existence 
beyond doubt. The find further proves 
that extinct animals were killed and 
their bones broken, and indicates that 
their flesh was cooked by some primi- 
tive race of human beings. The imple- 
ments found included stone knives 
and large spear heads, but no eyid- 
ences were found of the presence of 
what are regarded as typical bushman 
stones. 

At present there is some doubt as to 
the race to which the human beings 
who hunted these giant buffalo be- 
longed. In this connection it has 
been noted that the bones of an ex- 
tinct buffalo and horse identical with 
those discovered in South Africw have 
been found in Algeria. It is thought 
possible, therefore, that the tribe 
which hunted them migrated’ south 
along with thase extinct animals dur 
ing the last ice ages. It is further 
thought that those anélent people 
Were probably white and of Buropean 
stocks. Dr. Broom has gent a repre- 
sentative collection of the bones to 
Cape Town,

Amuses Europe 


| Thouands of Portraits Have Been 
| Taken of the Kaiser 

Some episodes in the Mfe of the 
German Emperor demonstrate the ré- 
markable conceit and self admiration 
of the Kaiser, A recent article says: 

“Although the Kaiser's movements 
have of late been of a somewhat hur- 
ried nature, the war lord is travelling 
amongst his troops with the usual dis- 
Play of pomp which his inordinate 
vanity prompts on all occasions. 
Wherever he camps, a magnificent 
royal field tent is erected in whicn 
a staff of chefs prepare extravagant 
dishes for the royal palate, for the 
Kaiser means to feed himself well, 
although his unfortunate troops often 
have nothing but maize and horse- 
flesh to carry in their knapsacks. <A 
fleet of motor cars carry the Emperor 
and his staff from point to point, and 
a transport car contains a stock of 
uniforms, so that his majesty may 
change his attire as many times as he 
desires. 

The Kaiser's conceit has for years 
provided Murope with amusement: 
There are thousands of different por- 
traits in existence of the German 
Emperor, for he has earned for him- 
self the reputation of being the most- 
photographed royalty in the world, If 
you were to obtain a close view of 
the Berlin Butcher, however,. you 
would find that he was very different 
in appearance from his phcotograpis. 
His portraits, taken in the uniforms 
of every German order, picture him as 
a big, handsome aristocrat, with weii 
shaped features. No sign of any 
wrinkle appears upon the’ royal coun- 
tenance, no "crow’s feet ‘at the eyes, 
no greyish hair upon his temples, 
The royal photographers take good

ent by failing to produce u photograph 
which makes him appear to be a uni- 
formed Adonis, The Kaiser passes all 
portraits which are to be circulated 
amongst the public, and his mailed 
fist falls heavily on those prints which 
ure too life-like. He passes no photo- 
graph which in any way reveals the 
fact that his left arm is afflicted, or 
that his lefi hand is malofrmed, thar

On one occasion the Kaiser, whilst 
sailing near the famous North Cape 
rock, in Norway, conceived the idea 
of having the name of his vessel 
painted on the rock. The royal whim 
was carried out and the picturesque 
peak converted into the Kaiser's pri- 
vato Dillboarding by sprawling letters 
15 feet high spelling out the name 
“Hohenzollern.” It was due to the 
Kaiser's craze to advertise himself 
that the handsome plate glass win- 
dow of the royal saloon of the Danish 
state railway had to be removed # 
few years ago. The emperor had 
scratched his name on the surface of 
the glass with a diamond ring and so 
disfigured the window that it had to 
be replaced. In Berlin the Kaiser's 
name is perpetually pushed before 
the public. Let the emperor shoot a 
stag in sue or another ol is great 
sporiing establishinents, and the capt- 
tal is at once informed of the skill 
of their ruler. The head of the ant- 
mal {s displayed prominently in the 
window of one of the big shops of the 
city, surmounted by an inseription 
which informs a none too interested 
public that the animal was shot »y 
the gun of the almighty William. 

Even when a child the German Em- 
peror was a very precocious youtn, 
The late Mr. W. P. Frith, the famous 
painter, used to tell a story of the 
Kaiser's childhood. Wilhelm, when a 
litle boy, was staying with the ar- 
list, and on one cccasion wiped sv 
much color on his face when in the 
studio that Mr, Frith had to remove 
it with turpentine. This painful pro- 
cess annoyed the rebellious young 
prince, and at its conclusion he ad- 
ministered a violent Kick to the sur: 
prised artist and then flung himself 
under the table, where he yelled until 
he was tired.

Danger in Fly Poison 


A Movement on Foot to 


Their Manufacture 

Because of the large and increasing 
humber of cases where children have 
been poisoned by various fly poisons, 
a determined effort is being made 
by a number of medical associations 
and other sources interested in the 
health of children to prohibit the 
manufacture and gale of such  pro- 
ducts, 

In less than thvee months during 
the summer of 1913 forty-seven casas 
of children being poisoned were re- 
ported in the newspapers of eighteen 
states. Of these, quite ao number 
proved fatal and many others were 
expected to die. 

The danger to children in the use of 
fly poisons lies in the fact that practi- 
cally all of them contain arsenic in a 
sufficient quantity to cause death or 
very serious illness, even when but a 
little of the preparation is swallowed 
by the child. 

Children are particularly attracted 
to fly poisons because of the fact that 
it is customary to mix sugar with the 
poison in order to attract the files. 

There were undoubtedly a great

in this way which did not come to 
public attention, especially because of 
the fact that the symptoms of arseni- 
cal poisoning in children are almost 
identical with the symptoms of chol- 
era infantum. ‘Thig deadly infantile 
disease prevails during the fly season 
and the doctors state that it is prac- 
tically impossible to determine wheth- 
er death was caused by cholera in- 
fantum or fly poison, unless the child- 
ren are actually seen drinking or suck- 
ing the poison. 

The authorities in South Africa 
have already taken steps to regulate 

d ultimately eliminate the gale of 

poisons,-and it is hoped by the ap- 
ponents of there prepurationg to se- 
cure prohibitory legislation ii the var- 
foug states at an early date. 

In the meantime, parents having 
small cnildren are parucularly cau- 
tioned against the use of fly polsons 
of any kind in locations where it Is 
within reach of the children,

Naturalization Act|Rubber Famine 


New Law is Outcome of Long and Re- 
peated Discussion at Imperial 
Conferences 

The procedure and qualifications up- 
on which naturalization may hereaf- 
ter be secured in Canada fg vitally al- 
téred and the status of Canadian: nat- 
uralized subjects very greatly increas- 
ed by the Imperial Naturalization Act 
which became effective on January 1, 
in Great Britain, Canada and all of 
the Overseas Dominions which have 
passed the necessary concurrent legis: 
lation. The new. regulations are pro- 
mulgated in an order-in-council. 

The new act is the outcome of long 
and repeated discussions at the Im- 
perial Conferences and of subsequent 
negotiations between the British and 
Colonial governments. It was first 
discussed in 1902, When the question 
was raised by Natal. At the. last Im- 
perfal Conference the basis of the 
new enactment was reached, but 
when the bill was drafted certain 
provisions of the old act objectionable 
to the Dominion were found to be left 
in it. Their elimination caused cor- 
respondence and scme delay, but as a 
result of it a very important point is 
conceded in respect to the mainten- 
ance of Dominion autonomy. 

Hereafter a British subject, 
naturalized in Great Britain, will be 
recognized as naturalized in Canada— 
a matter as to which there has been 
some doubt. This, however, is by 
virtue of the concurred legislation in 
Canada on the subject of naturaliza- 
tion rather than an acceptance of the 
constitutiotal theory that naturaliza- 
tion in the mother land involves an 
automatic application to all the 
Dominions. 

Under the old act a person to be 
naturalized had to reside in Canada 
three years. The new act in its wid- 
er application increases the residential 
qualifications to five years within the 
empire, the last year of which is to 
be in the Dominion. People who have 
been naturalized under the former 
statute do not need to be re-naturaliz- 
ed, but may secure new certificates. 
In cases, however, where the residence 
has not been for five years the certifi- 
cate will be held back until the expira- 
tion of that period, but without prejud- 
ice to any rights they may have secur- 
ed under the repealed naturalization 
enactment. 

A very vital feature of the new law 
is that it extends to the whole em- 
pire, the status of Canadian natur- 
alization, Up to this time the subject 
became naturalized only in Canada. 
When he went outside, even to Eng- 
land, his naturalization was not re- 
cognized. 

By a special convention, the United 
States government recognized the 
status of Americans naturalized in 
Canada. There was the one excep- 
tion. Hereafter where a person be- 
comes a naturalized citizen of Can- 
ada, he acquires all the rights of a 
British subject wherever he may go, 
or.his domicile be subsequently lo- 
cated, The limited naturalization, how- 
ever, will be maintained. It will be 
possible still for a person -vho has 
resided in Canada only three years 
to be naturalized, but his certificate 
will hold good only in Canada. If

Prohibition of*exports means, among 
other things, that the represeniatives 
in London of American tirms will not 
be able to fulfill thetr contracts. The 
United States herself requires large 
quantities of rubber, but there is rea- 
fon to believe that rubber has been 
sent from this country to the United 
States and hag been re-exported there 
to Germany via Italy or Holland. 
¢ Although merchants in the United 
States at present will not be able to 
receive supplies of plantation rubber 
through London, there will still be the 
wild rubber available. Brazil annually 
exporis about 40,000 tons, of which 
rather more than half comes to this 
country and rather less than half goes 
to the United States, The Jatter coun- 
try usually takes about a third of the 
world’s supply, so, should she receive 
the whole of the Brazilian production, 
there would retain little for export to 
NMurope. 

Normally, German liners share with 
British vessels the carriage of the rub- 
ber from Para; today there are only 
British ships to carry it. Any attempts 
to ship the rubber by different routes 
must immediately become known.

VON BERNHARDI 


REVEALS THE PLANS OF GERMANY 


“BRITAIN AS GERMANY’S VASSAL,” IS THE TITLE 


Remarkable for the Author’s Spirit of Prophecy in Dealing with 
the German Ambition and Determination to Rule the 
World, no Matter How the End is Attained 


Under the illuminating title of 
“Britain us Germany's Vassal,” the 
latest work of General Fredriech von 
Bernhardi who attained international 
prominece two years ago by his now 
well known work, “Germany and the 
Next War,” has been translated into 
Sngland and has just reached this 
country. Written in 1918, this latest

gram of his country and hoped by a 
strong advocacy of it in his public 
writings to push it to speedy consum- 
mation, or has been gifted with re- 
markable powers of divination. 

The translation of this work of von 
Bernhardi has been done by a well 
known student of German conditions, 


Mr. J. Ellis Barker, who is best 
known for his work “Modern Ger- 
many.” 


In this latest work, von Bernhazdi 
has traversed much of the same 
ground covered by his orginal book. 
Again is found the doctrine that Ger- 
many must strike hard and quick to 
crush France, that war is a necessary 
factor in the development of culture 
and the upbuilding of a nation, that 
peace breeds decadence, and that 
treaties were made to be broken and 
should never be seriously regarded os 
binding. 

But the author now goes to limits 
which were never dreamed of by the 
readers of his other volume. By war, 
he says, Germany must acquire sup- 
remacy in EHEurpoe and the Mediter- 
ranean first, and follow this with the 
mastery of the world. 

“Decadent England,” described as 
Germany's chief enemy, must be 
made subservient to Germany either 
by war or by an “alliance,” under 
which she must give up her naval 
supremacy, quit tle Triple Entente, 
abandon her allies and disarm by dis- 
tributing her fleet over the world, 
meanwhile leaving Germany alone in 


crushing France and acquirin: 
ination of Kurope, North Africa and 
Asia Mimor, In plain language, Gen- 
eral von Bernhardi asserts that Brit 
ain must become Germany's vassal 
either through war or submission. 

Mr. Barker, in a preface to the work 
calls attention to the fact that diplo- 
matically and militarily, Germany has 
carried out eyery one of von Bern- 
hardi’s recommendations coatained in 
this volume, adding: 

“His latest book is perhaps the 
most remarkable political indiscretion 
of modern times.” 

Von Bernherdi has given consider- 
able space in his book to the United 
States. He thinks that this country 
should fight Iingland and that the 
United States is making a great mic- 
take in its advecacy of peace and ar- 
|bitration treaties, although he excus- 
{ed the policy on the ground of tre- 
{mendous population, in accessibility 
;and in exhaustible resources, which  o 
| believes responsible for a “fancied” 
security. 

With his characteristic aptness the

It was said that the 
torpedo boats would supersede the 
battleship, but nothing of the sort oc- 
curred, The torpedo boat was super- 
seded by the destroyer, which in turn 
was expected to-supersede the battle- 
ship. 

“That forecast was so far justified 
that it became unsafe to keep battle- 
ships at sight within reac; of des- 
but no war occurred in 
which the theories could be brought to 
the only conclusive test. 

“The experiences of this war have 
proved that battleships can only navi- 


der the protectorate of Great Britain. 
Ever since 1882 England has had para- 
mount influence in Egypt, although 
Turkey claimed suzerainty and the 
Khedive was allowed to conduct af- 
fairs of state with genuine Oriental 
display. The only country that might 
have objected to England's annexation 
is France but under the circumstances 
France is all too willing to accede to 
the British claim,

Good Position 


Grain Production of the Western Prov- 
inces Worth More Than Previous 
Year 

The aggregate of Canadian borrow- 
ings abroad last yer was less by al- 
most $100,000,000 than in 19138, The 
total government, railway, public util- 
ity and municipal issues were $252,- 
260,000 as against $351;408,629 in 1913, 
Tiis is the estimate made in the in- 
nual financial survey of the Globe, 
which indicates that a strained posi- 
tion is being relieved by the ease with 
which Canadian borrowers cf quality 
are financing their requirements .n 
the United States, Loans by Canadian 
corporations would have fallen much 
further below last year but for the 
interest in Canadian securities mani- 
fested by financial centres in the 
United States in <l.e final months of 
the year. Canadian railways in the 
year borrowed $54,000,000 in London, 
and $12,690,000 in the United States. 

That the country has coms through 
the war period with so few iinportant 
business casualties and with the 
national credit actually improved, is 
sald to be due to the long process of 
‘iquidation which begun in July of 1913 
and proceeded without interruption 
until the war broke out. The greatest 
achievement of the year is regarded 
as the increase in the productive 
capacity of the country, and the most 
immediate problem, the bringing into 
profitable operation the new railroad 
mileage. It is recognized that there 
can be no great revival in construction 
for a considerable period, but the 
transportation industry is expected to 
receive some impetus for the move- 
ment of the crops next year if the 
present invcatiins of a greatly in- 
creased output are confirmed, 

The grain production of the western 
provinces, though estimated at 347,- 
274,401 bushels a: compared with 
497,129,007 bushels in 1913, was worth 
$254,945,215 as against $240,922,020 in 
the previous yea’. The value of On- 
tario fleld crops for 1914 amounts to 
the vast sum of $335,000,000. The 
striking development of mixed farming 
in Western Canada which enabled that 
part of the Dominion to feed itself 
completely in 1914, is emphasized as 
one of the outstanding features of the 
year. 

The production of minera’s, both in 
Ontario and British Columbia, has 
fallen off during the past year with 
the exception of the gold. The British 
Columbia gold output is valued at 
$6,162,910, as compared with $6,137,490 
in 1914, while the Porcupine camp-—in 
Northern Ontario mined gold worth 
$5,750,000 as against $4,294,113 in the 
previous year, 

The builling activities throughout 
Canada are shown in a_ record cf 
building permits to have Leen mater- 
fally affected in the past year. In 1914 
the total amount of permits is given 
as $86,158,581, as compared with $161,- 
927,710 in 1913, 

The number of commercial failures 
in Canada was 3,062,. compared with 
1,719 in the previous year.

The claims of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, the Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill, that Britain will have fif- 
teen more Dreadnoughts ready for ac- 
tion before the end of this year, is no 
idle boast. In fact, according to 
naval experts, it is an understatement 
by at least two ships. 

Since the outbreak of the war the 
British censor has rigidly suppress- 
ed the publication of anything con- 
cerning the building, launching or 
commissioning of warships, but with- 
out breach of confidence, it is pos- 
sible to compile a fairly accurate list 
of England's. reinforcements from 
Admiralty data already made public. 

When war wag declared England 
had in commission twenty-eignt 
Creadnought battleships and battie- 
cruisers not counting the Lord Nelson 
and Agamemnon which, although 
nearly as powerful—they mount four 
12 inch and ten 9 inch and two 10 
inch guns apiece—are recko' ed as 
pre-dreadnoughts. 

Building or refitting Britain had 
thirteen ironclad monsters on Auguat 
4, und another four just laid down. 
These vessels were reinforced by the 
purchase of two battleships building 
in England for Chile and the forcible 
cal isla of two building for Lur- 
ey. 

Work at the shipyards is proceed- 
ing so feverishly that the four battl+- 
ships of the 1914 programme may De 
completed before the end of the war, 
but Mr. Churchill does not reckon 
them in his estimate of ships ready 
this year. It will be seen, then, that 
he has seventeen vessels, ficluding 
the Turkish and Chilean acquisitions, 

Of these ships five, the emperor of 
India, the Benbow, Queen Elizabeth 
and Warspite and the 30,000-ton i0- 
knot battle cruiser Tiger, were 
launched over a year ago and have 
almost certainly been commissionod 
since the outbreak of hostilities. Two 
are known to have put to sea,

Trench Digging 
Under Gun Fire 


French Soldier Describes How it is 


Done 
A French soldier, describing the dan- 
gers surrounding construction of 


trenches under fire, writes as follows: 

“We have had plenty of work the 
past week,” he said, “to gain a mere 
vr yards on the enemy, We made 
three successive advances in rain, 
wind and hail, We are now only fitty 
yards from the German line, with its 
pits and network of barbed wire. Onr 
advance” has cost us dearly; many 
poor comrades fell, dead or wounded, 
on the way. 

“This is how we get to work, pre- 
ferably when the night prothises to ce 
dark or rainy, Artillery prepares the 
way in the afternoon, by a flerce bom- 
bardment. As ‘soon as night falls we 
move to the front line, and when the 
enemy's rifle and machine gun fire 
quiets, we take rifle in one hand, a 
shovel or pick in the other, and move 
over the flat ground, crawling along 
on ol stomachs, At the command 
‘halt,’ without rising and with out 
knapsacks as a protection against the 
whistling bullets, we dig desperately, 
It is remarkable how quickly a hole 
may be dug when the bullets are kick- 
ing up the loose carth above your 
heads; many a poor chap drops before 
this is done, One comrade fell over 
me with a bullet through the eye. 
Next day the body, rolled in a muddy 
tent cloth and strapped to a pole, was 
borne by two friends into the neigh- 
boring village, 

“Once the soldiers have dug their 
individual trenches, they must be con- 
nected, but this work may be done 
more leisurely, Next, the entire trench 
is deepened, so that by morning we 
can stand up straight and aim com- 
fortably over the crest at the line op- 
posite. We must also burrow little 
caves to sleep in and tunnels com- 
municating with the rear, and build 
gun posts to the front of the. trench; 
then there is the work of putting out 
barbed wire entanglements, setting up 
timbers and covering them over as a 
roof againts artillery fire. It is hard 


work, lifting and placing these tim-| 


bers, especially dragging 
through our muddy little tunnels. 
“In spite of rain and hail and wad- 
ing around in the mud, I don't get 
cold. When I curl up in my hole in 
the ground and sleep, I forget all the 
discomforts of my home,”

England's Hcme Defence Now More 
Than a Million 

England's home defence army has 
grown to a membership of more than 
a million, and apparently the number 
will be quadrupled before spring. 

Occurrences Hke the Ger:nan naval 
raid on the Hartlepools and Scar: 
borough iti mid-December sent hun- 
dreds of men, old and young alike, 
hurrying to take their places in this 
civil guard, which will have an im- 
portant work to do if invasion ever 
becomes a reality. 

Drilling is carried on generally 
three or four evenings a week in 
parks, squares and school yards: all 
over Mngitand. 

The force is to be equipped as soon 
as possible with grey green uniforms 
It is already officered and equippea 
with engineer, ambulance, transport, 
signal, bicycle and motor cycle sec- 
tions, 

Should an invasion be attempted 
the home defence army wiil see that 
the population of the threatened 
towns is taken safely away. Arrange- 
ments for such an exodus have al- 
ready been tentatively made in most 
parts of the kingdom, 

If a German force actually managed 
to land and advanced toward one of 
these towns, they would find the town 
deserted and all ihe food stocks re- 
moved, That would be the work or

Famous War Song of France Written 
by Officer of Engineers at 
Banquet 

Once again the troops of France 
are singing their beloved ‘“Marseil- 
laise” as they march to battle with the 
hated Germans. More than once the 
French have Yeen spurred on against 
Teuton foes by the strains of this 
famous “song of liberty.” Even in .ts 
birth the song aided the French 
seaeees the ancestors of thei: present 
‘oes. 

In 1792 the French army of the 
Rhine was defendin; the border 
against the Prussians. In the house 
of the mayor of Strassburg a friendly 
dinner was going on, when some one 
expressed a regret that France had 
no heroic song to stimulate the ardor 
of the soldiers. Rouget de Lis!e, un 
officer of engineers, was at the table, 
and being a dabbler at pvetry, he set 
to work immediately. Ho took down 
hig violin and played. Air and words 
came to him at the same time. The 
next morning he read the “War Song 
of the Army of the Rhine” to his 
friends. The army took it up and it 
soon had gone all over France. It ac- 
quired its present title from the fact 
that a regiment of volunteers froin 
Marseilles soon after marched into 
Paris singing the song. 

The revolutionists adopted the song 
for their own, though the author was 
an aristocrat. Later on, when he was 
forced to flee as a royalist, he heard 
the straing of his song. >

own composition, De Lisle was never 
treated with-honor by the French un- 
til just before his death, when he re- 
ceived the ribbon of tne Legion of 
Honor.

The Reports 
are Misleading 


Apparently a Wide-Spread Effort to 
Discourage American Settlers 
Coming to Canada 
From the naturo of certain in- 
quiries being received at the C.P.R 
department of natural resources 
headquarters, Calgary, it is evident 
that some very misleading and absurd 
reports as to conditions in Canada are 
being circulated in the United States. 
For instance, one gentleman writes 
that he and three or four others were 
thinking of coming to Alberta but 
that he understands men are beiny 
drafted out of Canada to go to the 
war, and as he and his friends don't 
want to go to war, they are undecided 
what to do. Another man writes that 
he was told that a law had been 
passed in Canada, exempting people 
from the United States from the 
right to immigrate into Canada. There 
are six men in his party and they 
are at a loss to know what to do .n- 
der the circumstances. It should be 


he| noted by all concerned in the settle- 


ment of Western Canada, and the fact 
should be given the fullest possible 
publicity that there is absolutely no 
truth in either of these reports or any 
other similar reports, which are ob- 
viously circulated for the purpose of 
discouraging immigration to Canada. 
There has not been a man drafted 
from Canada or from any other part 
ofthe empire for service in the Bur- 
opean war, and there is no prospect of 
any such action. A call \/as made .or 
Canadian volunteers and more than 
three times ag many men _ offered 
themselves as could be accepted. The 
government's problem has not been 
the getting of men, but the accepting 
of the great numbers offering them- 
selves. It is evident that with condi- 
tions such as these, the crafting of 
men for warservice is not dreamed 
of, but for the sake of argument, even 
if it were, American citizens coming 
to Canada could of course not be 
drafted until they became British sub- 
jects ,and they are under no obliga- 
tion to become British subjects at 
any time unless they so desire. The 
statement that laws have been passed 
in Canada to prevent Americans im- 
migrating to this country is even more 
absurd, as must be appreciated by all 
who are familiar with conditions and 
know how greatly the practical farm- 
er of the United States is wanted in 
Western Canada, where great fertile 
areas are awaiting farmers to culti- 
vate them. It may be set down with 
the fullest assurance that Canada is 
more anxious to assist them than pre- 
vent the immigration of desirable set- 
tlers from the United States. The in- 
stances quoted above indicate that 
there is no assertion too unreasonable 
or absurd to find circulation in cer- 
tain quarters if its effect will only be 
to discourage American farmers from 
coming to Canada.

In 
many cases, he does not specify at 
all, ‘but accepts whatever his printer, 
book-binder or lithographer offers him, 

Express the six million a year io 
human terms, It means 60,000 tons 
of paper—the product of 17 mills, 
employing 8,000 workmen, each sup- 
porting a family of from two to four 
persons, It means the purchase of 
$8,000,000 worth of raw materials, 
machinery, belting, dils, fuel and 
manufacturing supplies; the produc 
tion of these materials gives jobs to 
1,600 additional men, each of whom
